threatening suleide so often that the
men with whom he assoclated had
begun to laugh at him. In his mut-
terings while being taken from Hem-
ingford to thé hospital he mentloned
the name of a girl near that city and
it is belleved that an unsuccesaful
love affalr was the cause of his de-
spondency.

Shesake purchased a cheap revoly-
er in Hemingford Tuesday afternoon
and at 9 o'clock went to the livery
barn where there were three or four
men in the office. He calmly inform-
ed them that he was going to kill
himself and divested himself of his
coat, vest, hat, collar and tie. Three
of the men hurriedly left, while the
other stayed to see what would hap-
pen. “Now if you will kindly step
outside,” he sald to the fourth, “I
will do the deed."” The fourth did
step outside and all were startled a
moment later by the report of the
gun. They started to the barn when
Bhesake walked to the door, leaned
against the jamb and said to them,
“What in — do {ou — want here?"
He colapsed and they called a doctor,

he found that Be had shot himsell
ust above the heart on the left side.

Train number forty-two was stop-
ped an hour later and Shesake was
placed o board with a guard. He
wns only partialy consclous but at
Berea became violent and overpow-
ered the guard, who had to call for
help. He was placed in the hospital
at Alllance and it was reported this
morning that he was getting along
as well as could be expected.
